In connection with that, Jake Se- 
berger, who lives just across the road 
from where the picnic was held, 
brought over his famous Holstein, 
Beecher Wythe, the 2nd, and her off- 
spring. Beecher Wythe is right at 
the age of ten years, and has pro 
“uced nine consecutive daughters, al: 
of which, with the exception of one 
was at the picnic the other day.

ly 90 pounds of milk per day, and one 
of her daughters has given that much 
this year. There was not a poor one 
in the family, and it is one of the 
rare treats we have, seeing a sight 
of this kind, with records that have 
been brought to light through the 
Cow Testing Association work. Last 
year this same old cow which appar- 
ently looked like a very young cow, 
produced 10,140 pounds of milk, con- 
taining 788 pounds of butter. 


Mr. Ed. H. Webster, assistant edi- 
tor of Hoard’s Dairyman, was pres- 
ent, and gave a very interesting and 
instructive talk along the lines of 
feeding and raising better crops, 
adapted to the uses of dairying on the 
farm. Mr. Frank M. Chase of the 
Prairie Farmer, spoke of the good 
from pure bred sires in improving 
the herd, and the benefits to be de- 
rived from the cow testing associa- 
tion work. The County Agent took up 
the practical discussion of the old cow 
and her daughters. 

Several of the people judged or 
picked out what was considered the 
best cow, which was left between 
the old cow and her third daughter. 
There were some very. good points 
brought out in dairy types between 
these two cows, but the younger cow 
was given the preference by a small 
margin over her mother. Either one 
of these would be hard to beat in the 
state of Indiana. 

Every one was well pleased with 
the day. Besides having enjoyed a 
very good time, they had learned 
some valuable lessons.

“BOSSIE” BRINGS THE MONEY 
HOME 
By William Johnson 

Suppose some tenevolent concern 
should spring up next fall and ad- 
vance the market price of grain and 
forage 25 per cent and in addition 
agree to return to the owner’s soil 75 
per cent of the fertility value of 
everything they bought. We can 
easily imagine that the ordinary grain 
buyer would do precious little* busi- 
ness. Why, from forty miles around 
the loads of produce would stream in. 
We would think the town had struck 
a bonanza, and the Golden Age was 
due in a week or two at the longest. 

Then suppose the concern should go 
a step farther and send a man around 
who, by some mysterious process, 
would reduce these bulky crops to a 
size you could market in your carri- 
age? That would gather in the last 
skeptic, wouldn’t it?) The old meth- 
_ od of heavy wagons and heavier work 
would disappear. 

Well, all of that magic is not -so 
much a fancy as come of us may 
think. In fact, it is right now so 
much within the bounds of possibility 
that many farmers are doing it, and 
the way is open to a great many 
more. 

How? By a well-managed herd of 
good dairy cows. 

“Shucks,” someone may say, “I’ve 
got cows and the blame things eat 
their heads off! They’re more apt to 
reduce the proceeds of a crop 25 per 
cent than add to it.” 

Yes, we can admit that some cows 
are not money-makers. Take a very 
ordinary cow and give her the kind 
of care a busy man will give, who 
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kasn’t much faith in cows anyway, 
and she’s a losing proposition. 

But, fairly considered, there isn’t 
standing room for doubt on this dairy 
business. Consider the case of the 
Jersey cow Double Time, of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin herd. Her pro- 
duction in skim milk and butter fat 
for a year was $189.31. The cost of 
her was about $60. That added rather 
more than 25 yer cent to the value of 
farm produce! Other cows have done 
as well or better. 

Of course, it is true that the aver- 
age farmer can’t get such cows—all 
at once. But he can work that way. 
If he gets his heart and head into 
the game he can get up, now, to a cow 
producing 250 pounds of butter fat in 
a year. Let’s figure a little on that 
promise. 

At an average of 30 cents per 
pound her production would be worth 
$75, deducting $60 for feed, leaves a 
profit of $15 on the butter fat alone. 
If she gives that fat with 7,000 lbs. 
of milk that is worth in balancing 
corn for a hog ration at least 20 cents 
per hundred, or an added value of 
$14, which totals $29 profit. Twenty- 
nine dolalrs clear on $60 worth of 
feed means that the market value of 
that feed has been increased nearly 
49 per cent. Anji besides, three- 
feurths of the fertility value are re- 
tained in the manure and the product 
is in a condensed form easier mar- 
keted for less expense. 

Not alone are the farm returns in- 
creased and made more certan, but 
they are more evenly distributed 
throughout the year. ‘“‘More money, 
and money more often” is the slogan 
of the dairy cow. We need just that

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condition of things on the farm. As 
things too often stand, now there is 
no mar on earth who earns +o many 
dollars before he gets a few, as a 
farmer. Anyone, whose experience 
with the soil has gone deeper than 
scraping it off his shoes in muddy 
weather, knows the truth of this. lf 
he has grown crops and has seen 
them go down before wind and hai! 
and insect pests, lost hogs, cattle and 
kerses with disease, and perhaps con- 
tended with a lusty mortgage on the 
little that remained, he knows that it 
is net a business of excessive case or 
wealth. 

And he knows that there is urgent 
need of something in the way of 
remedy. There is too much hard work 
and too many chances against a fair 
reward. 

Talk about big money in farm- 
ing. I don’t average 50 cents a 
day above my board,” a farmer told 
me. “I’d like to see some of these fel- 
lows, who think the farmer has su-h 
an easy time of it, take my place 
for awhile. Guess they’d change their 
minds.” 

It is very probable that they would. 
All the “blamed snaps” to be found on 
the average farm are at the front 
end of the reins. 

But here is the point. The man told 
me this about five years ago. Since 
then he has been grading up his cows 
and increasing their number, feeding 
better, and taking more pains with 
them in general. It has brought re- 
sults that have changed his mind. 
More manure has increased his crops 
and made the yield a lot surer. The 
cream checks coming in every two 
weeks have eased the strain of his 
situation wonderfully. -Of course, he 
hasn’t grown rich, or anything near 
‘'t. He still has problems and wor- 
ries. But he is getting the whip hand 
off his difficulties, financial and other- 
wise, and he thinks now that farming 
is a pretty fair sort of a job. He 
doesn’t hesitate to say so. 

It is often remraked that “a man 
can’t live on air,” but that remark 
is not as true as it sounds. The man 
who lives by dairying comes so near 
to living on air that a big strain is 
taken off his soil. 

Think of the wonder of it and then 
the opportunity! 

Sell butter, cream, cheese or milk, 
and save your soil. Court rich acres, 
big returns and prosperity. Make 
your work easier, and surer in its re- 
ward. 

Of course, there is work in dairy- 
ing, and lots of it. And there is an 
element of risk besides.

. sold from the soil only about 44 cents 


worth of fertility. All the rest of that 
ton, with the exception of water and 
salt, is from the air. It is a product 
of nitrogen and carbon which has 
gone from the air through the tissues 
of clover and corn and cow, until 
finally transformed into the golden 
delicacy that made Elgin notorious. 
Why sell wheat, which costs 60 
cents a bushel to raise, and remove 
45 cents’ worth ‘of fertility from the 
soil, for-80 or 90 cents? 
Or even corn, every ton of which 
removes $6.56 worth. of fertility? 
Here is the dairy proposition. The 
spring and summer gives you another 
opportunity to grow a crop, or in 
other words, levy another tax on the 
fertility of your soil. In the fall you 
can sell that crop and perhaps, with 
good luck, break even on the deal. 
That is elementary farming. You 
have raised elements of earth and air 
to a certain height and a certain val- 
ue. If you sell them you lose your 
soil fertility, which is your capital. 
With the dairy cow that crop is 
raw material still. You work it over 
through the winter again, raising its 
value another notch, and straining 
out the soil fertility to be returned to 
the fields. 


That puts your farming-on a per- 
manent basis. You sell a finished 





product and are paid accordingly. 
There is never much money in sell- 
ing raw material. 

This may be true of the beef ani- 
mal or of pork as well, but in either 
of these forms you sell more soil fer- 
tility than you do in the shape of but- 
ter. In a ton of beef you sell about 
$5 worth of fertility. In a ton of 
butter you sell about 44 cents worth. 

With the dairy cow you raise from 
a laborer, producing raw material, to 
a manufacturer. 

You make the most of rotation. 

You spread work and income even- 
ly throughout the year. 

You save your farm, for all the 
future, in almost its original fertil- 
ity. ; 

In short you get your eggs in a 
safer basket. You lay down the butt 
end of the log for. someone else to 
tote. 

Do these results °appeal to you? 
Then get good cows and get more 
cows.—Nebraska Farm Magazine. 
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CARE OF THE FALL CALF 


We are constantly reminded by the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and other agen- 
cies having the same functions, that 
the number of dairy cows in the Uni- 
ted States is gradually decreasing 
each year. We must either start to 
raise some calves to supplant the 
dairy stock which is being annually 
depleted or else face a serious short- 
age in dairy products during the next 
few years. A few days ago, I went 
out to purchase some good cows and 
it soon became clearly evident that I 
could not get a price put on the best 
cow in the herd. Dairymen who 








know the value of a cow refuse to sel] 
their best stock and all that remains 
to be purchased is the poorest. An 
experience of this kind is enough to 
make one sure that the only way to 
build up a herd of high producers igs 
to raise his own calves and when they 
come to maturity, cull out the low 
producers. If then we must raise 
our own dairy stock, it seems that 
fall calves should have the prefer- 
ence—not because the calves them- 
selves are any better but because they 
are more easily reared. 


We formerly raised a great many 
spring calves and our greatest diffi- 
culty was in keeping the utensils and 
calf feed sweet. The first thing we 
knew, some of the calf pails would be 
overlooked and not washed for two 
or three feedings and then the trou- 
ble commenced. it is far easier. to 
keep a calf from having the scours 
than it is to cure it after it has once 
scoured, and if there is anything that 
will give a young calf the diarrhea 
more quickly than being fed out of 
dirty pails, I would like to know what 
it is. I doubt if there is any more 
repulsive sight than a robust calf af- 
flicted with an acute form of this 
malady. The point is that the pails 
de not get so badly contaminated in 
the fall, for the cold weather keeps 
the milk in the pails sweet most of 
the time. 


There is another point, however. I 
like to let the calf have whole milk 
for the first ten days. Then I gradu- 
ally begin feeding skim-milk until at 
twenty days of age the feed consists 
entirely of skim-milk together with 
what grain the calf will clean up 
twice daily. Of course, different 
calves require different quantities of 
milk but the usual range is from three 
to six quarts per day for the first two 
weeks. . Then the amount can _be 
gradually increased to meet the de- 
mands of the animal. 


I believe that most of the ailments 
of young calves come from over-feed- 
ing, filthy pails, lack of regularity in 
amount given, and.through variations 
in the temperature of the milk. 


The temperature is quite important. 
There is no “best” temperature but 
the main consideration should be to 
have the feed at about the same de- 
gree of heat at each feeding. Nothing 
will upset the digestion of a calf 
more quickly than to feed it warm 
milk one day and cold the next. As 
the calf grows older, it may gradually 
take colder milk until, at the age of 
four months, it is doubtful whether 
it pays to warm the milk or not. Ex- 
perience would not seem to warrant 














g the milk after this age has 


warmin 
been reached. 
It is a risky procedure to turn the 


spring calf out on green pasture at 


any time during the summer. The 
liability to scours is so great that few 
dairymen follow the practice of pas- 
turing their spring calves the same 
season in which they were born. This 
necessitates giving dry feed and grain 
for a whole year before the animal is 
allowed on the pasture. Fall calves 
can be turned out to grass the follow- 
ing spring without any risk. By this 
time, the system has become strong 
enough to take care of the fresh 
grass. 

I like to get the calf to eating grain 
just as soon as possible for when 
skim-milk is fed, something must be 
supplied to take the place of the fat 
which has been taken from the milk. 
The easiest and most inexpensive way 
of supplying this deficiency is by dry 
feeds. When the calf is about two 
weeks old and after it has drunk 
milk in the pail, I coax it to eat grain 
by putting in the pail a little corn 
meal and oats. At.first, it will only 
lick at it but usually it is not long 
about finding out that it tastes good 
and before long a good share of the 
food is gotten from the grain. 

At about two months old, I put the 
calf on a grain mixture compounded 
with about the following proportions: 
One part oil meal, two parts wheat 
bran, two parts corn meal and four 
parts of crushed oats. The wheat 
bran supplies the growing animal 
with plenty of ashy material with 
which to form the skeleton, the oil 
and corn meal supply an_ equivalent 
to the fat which has been removed in 
the cream while the oil meal and 
crushed oats furnish the young ani- 
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mal with protein with which to build 
up its muscular framework. 

It seems peculiar that so many 
farmers have their cows freshen dur- 
ing the spring, for this brings the 
bulk of the work of milking and 
churning at the time of the year 
when other work isgmost rushing and 
when the prices obtained for milk and 
cream are at their lowest ebb. For 
two or three months at least, after the 
cow has freshened, she keeps up a 
good flow of milk and is easily kept 
up to her milk It would seem that 
this would be the time when the cow 
should be fed ensilage — in other 
words, the fall-freshening cow will 
keep up a good milk. flow on silage 
and when pasture comes on in the 
spring, she may be turned out and 
the fresh grass will stimulate the 
milk flow and thus give an increased 
production. The _ spring-freshening 
cow is usually the one that goes dry 
six months out of the year. 

Again, the price paid for milk or 
cream is always much higher during 
the winter months than during those 
of the summer, and the farmer has 
more time to care for his stock. These 
conditions, together with the ones 
enumerated previously, should be 
enough to convince any one that the 
fall calf is the most desirable.—I. J. 
Mathews, Ingham Co., Mich. in The 
Ohio Farmer.

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TWO COWS THAT STIRRED A 
COMMUNITY 
By C. R: George, Purdue University 
It is not uncommon to hear of an 
elaborate social function being held 
in honor of some person prominent 
in the social and business world of 
today. In fact, such occurrences are 
so common that we are prone to 
think little of them even though they 
are recognitions of the worth or the 
services of these honored personages. 
To hold a rural picnic at which 
the entire community participated in 
honor of two dairy cows is, however, 
rather. an uncommon occurrence. 
Such a picnic was-held at LeRoy, 
Lake county, Indiana, under the au- 
spices of the LeRoy Cow Testing As- 
sociation. C. W. Sherburne, the 
owner of the best producing herd 
and the highest producing cow dur- 
ing the past year invited the associa- 
tion to picnic in his beautiful grove 
where the record herd was wont to 
graze. The two cows in whose honor 
the picnic was held were on exhibi- 
tion during the entire day. They had 
gained this place of public recogni- 
tion by the records which they had 
made in the cow testing association 
during the past year. 


Dorothy, a pure bred Holstein more 
properly called Dorothy Ormsby De 
Kol, had made the best record of any 
cow in the association. She produced 
17203 pounds of milk and 489 pounds. 
of butter fat. An excellent record 
you will say but her real worth is 
better indicated by the fact that she 
has. just completed a _ semi-official 
yearly record of over 22,000 pounds 
of milk and was still giving 50 pounds 
per day. This difference in the two 
records is due to the fact that she 
did not freshen until one month after 
the association year started. 


Bridget, a Durham cow of mixed 


j breeding and with no pride of an- 


cestry, was the lowest producer, hav- 
ing made a record of only 2672 
pounds of milk and 118 pounds of 
butter fat. That she was sold at the 
end of the year and started on her 
way to the shambles not only indi- 
cated good judgment on the part of 
the owner, but showed what influence 
the cow testing association work has 
in ridding a community of its poor 
cows. That she was later purchased 
for a family cow by a man in a near- 
by town indicates the strong tendency 
to believe that “a cow’s a cow for 
all that.” 


Aside. from the difference in the 
production of these two cows, the 
profits which they made above the 
cost of feed are interesting. Their 
milk was sold on the Chicago market. 
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at wholesale rates and each month’s 
feed was charged at market prices. 
Dorothy had to her credit a total in- 
come from her milk of $308.39. Her 
feed cost $97.59, thus leaving a hand- 
some profit of $210.80. Bridget’s 
milk brought an income of $45.70 but 
a feed cost of $32.39 reduced her 
profits to $13.31. 

The records also illustrate an in- 
teresting fact in reference to the econ- 
omy of low and high producers. Many 
dairymen are prone to believe that 
the high producers are not economi- 
cal because of the large amount of 
feed which they consume. The feed 
cost per 100 pounds of milk produced 
by Dorothy was 54 cents; by Bridget 
$1.21, making the former by far the 
more economical producer in spite of 
the large amount of feed which she 
consumed. Another factor which 
should be considered in comparing the 
value of these two cows was the 
value of their calves. The one, a 
pure bred calf with such excellent 
breeding, could not be purchased but 
a conservative estimate of her value 
would be $100. The other calf had, 
of course, no value other than for 
veal which would bring about $10. 
Thus the difference in the income 
value of the two cows is even more 
striking. 

During the forenoon the people as- 
sembled at this most interesting farm. 
The Holstein herd was inspected and 
much admired by every one for a good 
black and white cow is the idol of 
Lake county. After a most bounteous 
picnic dinner the like of which only 
farm women can prepare, S. J. Craig, 
the county agent in Lake county, 
opened the afternoon meeting. 

R. L. Nye, county agent from 
Porter county, followed with in in- 
teresting talk in which he emphasized 
the value of such meetings to the 


social life of a farm community. C.| 


R. George, of Purdue University, dis- 
cussed the records and the type of the 
two cows, Dorothy and Bridget, and 
emphasized the value of the cow test- 
ing association in detecting the good 
and the poor producers. O. C. 
Lawrence, of Purdue University, 
spoke on “The feeding of dairy 
cows.” <A _ base-ball game furnished 
amusement for the remainder of the 
afternoon. 

If popular opinion is a good judge 
of such occasions this picnic was 
eminently successful. What is more 
it seemed to be a step forward in 
rural social institutions. Unlike the 
picnics of former days this one had 
a purpose. That purpose not only 
afforded social diversion but took to 
the dairymen a lesson of importance. 
Its greatest value, from a_ public 
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standpoint, was, however, to empha- 
size the value of the cow testing as- 
sociation to Indiana dairymen. Be- 
sides making possible the valuable in- 
formation in regard to the production 
and the profits of each cow the test- 
ing association stimulates interest in 
dairying. Every ene talked cows and 
good cows and their records enabled 
them to talk in an intelligent way. 
Pure bred bulls, balanced rations, 
summer silage, etc., were the topics 
of conversation and the way they 
were discussed, indicated a thorough 
knowledge of the dairy business. 
Never before had they fully realized 
the value of good breeding and scien- 
tific feeding and all this as a result 
of a co-operative effort to put their 
work on a business basis.—The Farm- 
er’s Guide.

ADAPTABILITY OF THE TYPE OF

Very important in, the selection of 
enterprises to permit the maximum 
use of labor is the consideration of 
the profitableness of each. Dairy 
cows and cash corps may utilize all 
of the farmer’s time, but in certain 
regions, possibly, dairy cattle under 
the best management could hardly be 
made to pay a profit. Markets and 
other conditions have to be carefully 
considered in choosing the enter- 
prises which are to constitute the 
main sources of income. Fitting the 
right crop to the soil and selling it 
to the proper market or feeding it 
to the right kind of live stock are im- 
portant factors.

Cetin every one of which is low in 
price in some particular year, severe 
losses will be the result. Potatoes, 
apples, peaches, onions, and cabbage 
are good illustrations of the crops 
that fluctuate widely in price. 

The essential characteristics of the 
more successful farms are a sufficient 
area and a proper organization of 
well-selected farm enterprises to per- 
mit the maxiumum use of men, horses 
and machinery.

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Editorials 


In a recent number 
That Association of the World we 
Loan Bureau. publshed an _ ac- 
count of the meth- 
ods by which the business men of Du- 
luth, Minn., were assisting the farm- 
ers of the vicinity to purchase needed 
stock for their dairies. Below we 
publish a clipping from the Orange 
Judd Farmer of Aug. 8th. The arti- 
cle was entitled “Furnish Credit for 
Cow Buying” and read as follows: 
“Business men in Marinette county, 
Wis., have arranged a method by 
which farmers in that county can pur- 
chase dairy cows on a long-time pay- 
ment plan, whether they have the 
available capital or not. Credit to the 
amount of $15,000 has already been 
obtained, and while no money has 
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been paid in, the business men have 
certified that they will stand back 
of the movement to this amount. The 
organization not only will furnish 
credit to those men who are not able 
to pay cash for their cows, but it wiil 
supply expert assistance in the selec- 
tion of the animals. They will also 
give this expert cattle buying service 
to farmers who have plenty of means, 
and who simply want to have help 
in making satisfactory purchases. 

“Three busuiness men of integrity 
were selected as trustees of the credit 
funds, and through them all arrange- 
ments must be made for the services 
of this organization. As soon as they 
were ready to begin, application 
blanks were circulated among farmers 
of the county to ascertain how much 
need there was for their services. In 
case of a farmer who wanted to buy 
cows but had not the means to do so, 
he was asked to give his financial 
worth, listing all of his assets and his 
indebtedness. When farmers simply 
wanted to purchase cows but had 
plenty of money to do so they were 
asked only to specify the kind of ani- 
mal and the approximate amount they 
wanted to spend. Only Holstein and 
Guernsey cattle will be purchased 
through the organization, and_ this 
was explained to each man who was 
given an opportunity to buy. Only 
pure-bred sires will in any case re- 
ceive consideration, and in case of 
grade stock only the best will be han- 
dled. 

Must Raise Best Heifers. 


“It was part of the agreement that 
every applicant must raise all heifer 
calves that are sound and healthy, 
and in every case must breed his cows 
only to pure-bred sires. During May 
of this year, enough applications were 
received to provide for purchasing a 
carload of cattle. Mr. Scribner, a 
representative of the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture, was instructed 
by his departmnt to act as purchasing 
agent without charge, and co-operat- 
ing with Albert Kern, a dairyman 
of Marinette county, he purchased the 
first 20 head. 

When the cattle were delivered the 
men who were ready to pay cash paid 
up and took their cattle. The man 
who wanted credit arranged for a 
lean at any bank in the county which 
he preferred, and had the note in- 
dorsed by the trustees of the credit 
fund. He then turned the money over 
to the trustees and the cattle were 
paid for in full, with only the notes 
at the various banks to be cared for. 
The loan is doubly secured, first by 
the indorsement of the trustees, and 
second by a chattel mortgage on the 
cows and any of their progeny which 








may follow. Payments 


are made 
ranging from $3 to $10 a month, with 


interest at 6%. Farmers who have 
taken part in this plan and have ge- 
cured cattle through the services of 
the association have been very much 
pleased with it.” 

There can be no question concern- 
ing the handicap of the farmer in the 
matter of making loans. The Nation- 
al and state governments recognize 
this fact and are casting about for 
ways and means to remedy this con- 
dition. Even busuiness men in vari- 
ous communities recognize this handi- 
cap and are associating themselves to- 
gether and lending their credit to ena- 
ble the dairyman to secure needed 
capital on easier terms. 

There are men who would be glad 
to establish herds of pure-bred Hol- 
stein-Friesians could they obtain the 
capital on favorable terms with which 
to purchase foundation stock. There 
are others who would greatly extend 
their present operations if loans on 
easy terms and for suitable periods 
could be obtained. 

Why should not the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association use its surplus, funds 
in assisting to supply this need? 

What are some of the facts? 

This surplus fund has grown so 
large that some members believe it a 
menace to the highest welfare of the 
association. 

This surplus was taken from its 
members, and from their capital em- 
ployed in the breeding of Holstein- 
Friesians. 

This fund should be used to ad- 
advance the interests of the breed. 

It is now deposited in banks and 
draws 2% per cent interest. 

There are men, members of the as- 
sociation, who would be glad to borrow 
small amounts of this money with 
which to purchase foundation herds 
of Holstein-Friesians, and would give 
good security, and pay a higher rate 
of interest for the use of the money 
than the association is now realizing. 

Such loans would not only help in- 
dividual members, but tend to boost 
the breed. 

Why not see to it that this money, 
your money, be restored to productive 
capital, be put to use to assist breed- 
ers and advance breed interests rather 
than being tied up in the association 
napkin?

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LIVINGSTON COUNTY FAIR AT 
HOWELL, MICH. 
Proved to be a “Howling” Success. 








When the project of a Livingston 
County Fair was first launched by 
the Howell Boomers it seemed like 
a doubtful proposition but when the 





members of the Livingston County 
Holstein-Friesian Association pledged 
their support things -began to look 
interesting. Everybody took hold and 
began to boom things and boost for a 
Agricultural Fair September 
Money was raised and the neces- 
sary buildings, track, etc. were 
rushed to completion only to find 
that even the most sanguine had not 
anticipated the spendid showing that 
was made. Not a single department 
but was filled to overflowing long 
before all the entries were placed. 
The departments of fruit, vegetables, 
grains, domestic arts, crafts, and flo- 
ral displays were all so hopelessly 
crowded together that the casual ob- 
server never suspected what a wealth 
of interesting and instructive things 
- were to be seen by those who were 
willing to delve into. great heaps of 
display articles while the unending 
stream of humanity jostled past. 

The real treat of the whole fair to 
the Livingston people was the display 
of Holstein-Friesians. Everybody in 
Michigan knows that Howell is one 
of the prominent centers of the Hol- 
stein Industry in the United States 
but no one had ever seen the best 
herds brought together to display 
what is in the county. Many a state 
fair this fall can well be jealous of 
the display judged either by sheer 
number; or by the quality and con- 
formation; or by the rich pedigrees 
of the animals displayed. The barn 
built expressly for the dairy cattle 
was almost entirely filled by the 
bulls and most of the females were 
quartered in the tents outside. Four 
of these tents were filled and each 
tent was almost as big as the barn. 
Any one at all interested in a study 
of herd sires found a plenty of ma- 
terial here, with 32 head into the ring 
in the different classes. Grand cham- 
pionship was awarded to Johanna 
Korndyke De Kol (45577) owned by 
Crandall, Norton & Johnston; a 
worthy specimen of the breed, mostly 
white with a strong straight back, 
square rump, deep body, mellow yel- 
low skin, and a strong individuality. 
Not only does he possess fine show 
ring qualities but his pedigree shows 
him to be close to the great cows of 
the breed like Belle Korndyke & Be- 
ryl Wayne, but he shows up best of 
all in the work of his daughters which 
is the true test of any herd sire. One 
of his daughters, Johanna Korndyke 
Aggie, has a three-year-old record of 
34.31 lbs. butter 7 days, a world rec- 
ord when made. - Few, if any bulls

living or dead have been able to pro- 
duce as large a percent of high rec- 
ord daughters as has this bull. The 
grand championship female was won 
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by a cow owned by H. W. Norton 
and Son. She was a beauty of the 
milk and beef type and was easily 
grand champion after winning first 
in cows over 3 years old, a hotly con- 
tested class with 24 typy cows in the 
ring. 

Produce of Dam, cow ani two 
daughters was won by S. H. Mussel. 
This cow was a wonderfully fine speci- 
men of milk and beef type and would 
surely delight the eye of Mr. Hoxie. 
Her broad back, heavy hams, deep 
low body with its great thickness, 
would merit her a place in any ring 
of milking shorthorns. Mr. Mussel 
also won first with yearling bulls. 
Get of sire, bull and four offsprings, 
was won by H. E. Reed and Sons with 
King Pietertje Hartog owned by 
them in partnership with Norton & 
Munson. Although there were 12 
competing sires the crowd unani- 
mously approved of the decision of 
the judge in placing the blue ribbon 
on this bull and his four daughters, 
with second going to H. W. Norton 
& Son who also won first with ex- 
hibitors herd. McPhersons Farms 
Company carried away first honors 
with Breeders’ young herd, calf herd 
and heifer calf. Wm. Sheehan won 
first in bull calf and championship 
on bulls under two years old. D. H. 
Hoover won first on heifer calf and 
championship on female under two 
years. 

Mr. L. M. Hatch, the first herds- 
man at Emblagaard, had no easy 
task to correctly place the awards 
but succeeded to the satisfaction of 
every one. 165 head of first class 
show stuff from 16 prominent herds 
made competition keen in all classes. 
Nine of these herds figured promi- 
nently in the awards and it is sig- 
nificant fact that some of the least 
advertised herds in the county won 
a larger share of ribbons than did 
some of the well advertised her?s. 
Many interesting animals were in the 
line and attracted much attention 
from the visitors. Among these can 
be mentioned a bull calf, son of the 
$50,000 bull King Segis Pontiae Al- 
cartra, owned by H. E. Reed & Sons 
and Gregory & Boyden; Victoria V 
a full sister to the first 40-pound 
cow Valdessa Scott 11, owned by 
John Worthington; a son of Pontiec 
Korndyke and several of his daugh- 
ters owned by Worthington, Parnes 
and Eastman. Three thirty pound 
“ows were exhibited by McPhersons 
and Norton, most of the herds had 
one or more close relatives of 30 
sound stock. 

Mr. Hoover’s herd attracted much 
attention for he has this summer so!d 
23 head for $7,E0C, and still has as 
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fine a string as can be found any 
where. His senior herd sire is a son 
of the first Livingston Co. 30 pound 
cow. His junior herd sire is a son 
of Mr. Hartshorn’s king of the Black 
and Whites. This young sire has a 
four generation pedigree that shows 
more pounds of butter fat than does 
a similar pedigree of any other bull 
in Michigan. , 
It is worthy of note that twelve 
of the best bred bulls on exhibit were 
partnership animals. The Livingston 
County breeders are not men of large 
wealth but by clubbing together each 
man with his neighbor have been 
able to head their herds with best 
sires that money can buy. This co- 
operative comunity spirit that is be- 
ing carefully fostered in Livingston 
County has done much to make possi- 
ble the excellent herds exhibited. 
The writer was unable to get the 
talking points of all the herds repre- 
sented but enough has been said to 
convince the reader that Livingston 
County, Michigan, had a real fair 
in 1914 and a memorable display of 
classy Holstein-Friesian cattle.

Editor H.-F. World:— 

Having read the articles concern- 
ing the uses that the association’s 
surplus money should be put to, and 
having carefully studied the situation 
wish to express my views. Now I 
know of a good many men who would ° 
buy a pure bred bull if they could get 
time at a reasonable rate while I 
know of others who already own a 
bull who would buy a few females if 
interest wasn’t so high. 

Now as secretary of one of the 
county associations, I think my views 
may be considered impartial. There 
should be an endless chain connecting 
the owner of one pure bred with the 
national association, the farmer 
should be connected with his county 
association, that bound by a link to 
the state association and that in turn 
to the national association. The fol- 
lowing is my plan which I think is 
businesslike while it would solve the 
problems confronting a good many. 

Each county association shall have 
the power of loaning from the na- 
tional association a sum of monev to 
be used in financing small breeders 
or beginners. This might be loaned 
to the secretary, he giving bonds as 
security, he in turn to loan it as fol- 
lows: to any member of his associa- 
tion on their becoming a member who 
owns not more than 10 pure bred 
Holsteins. He may loan a sum not 
to exceel (say $500) which shall be 
secured on the cattle, this loan not to 
exceed (60 or 75%) of their value. 
The loan to any one secretary might 
be limited to a certain amount, in 
this way it would be fair to all con- 
cerned. A specified rate should Fe set 
that the county association secretary 
should vay and also a rate set that 
he should receive and there shovld be 
a difference of 1% allowed him for his 
work.
